THE POSITION OF WOMEN. 


ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN’S 
ADDRESS. 


“The place‘of women in the Church” was 
the subject of an address delivered by the 
Archbishop of: Dublin (Dr. Gregg) at afternoo 
Bervice in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, 
yesterday.. His Grace said that the subject 
was clearly two-fold—What was the place of 
women in the Councils of the Church # What 
was their place in the ministrations of the 
Church?

for themselves. Ina accordingly the Confer- 
ence found no difficulty in phe, & that as far 
es Church Councils were concerned women 
should be eligible for every office which was 
ppen to men, 
was only to admit that women were an integral 
part of the laity and that, where religious 
ministrations were not in question, women 
should stand on an equality with men in eligi- 
bility for office. This view was that which 
underlay the Constitution of the National 
Chureh Assembly and of the various Church 
Councils which were established for the Church 
of England under the Enabling Act, which 
assed recently through the House of Commons. 
National, provincial,. diocesan, parochial coun- 
rile were all open to women. This was a very 
remarkable step. especially for a Church which 
was making this year its first essay in real 
sclf-governmént; and for breadth of outlook 
and liberality of temper the Church of England 
rompered very favourably with the Church of 
Jreland, which, during 50 year of self-govern- 


ment, had never granted to women any recog-, 


fition under its Constitution, or given them 
nny right to participate in Church adminie- 


tration. 
POSITION IN IRELAND. 

It was not until this year that their Church 
was induced to give its assent even to the ad- 
mission of women to Easter vesiries and select 
vceiries, or to their eligibility for the office 
of ¢churchwarden. Those of them in this country 
who looked anxiously even on this moderate 
change might at least reflect that England and 
Wales h been content to take e risk which 
they had refused to incur. At the same time 
he admitted that the change agreed on was a 
serious one, and might prove to be an extensive 
one; and he would far rather that they should 
proceed slowly then that they shoud open the 
door to its fullest extent before they were con- 
vinced of the wisdom of so doing. A age

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DEDICATION OF WAR 
MEMORIALS. 
CHRIST CHURCH, LEESON 
PARK, 


The memorial cross and tablet erected by the 


arishioners of Christ Church, Leeson Park, 
ublin, to the men of the congregation who fell 
in the Great War were solemniy unveiled and 
dedicated by the Archbishop of Dublin on Satur- 
day afternoon. In the grounds is the Celtic 
cross, standing nearly 17 feet high. The cross, 
die, and base are of Co. Carlow white limestone, 
and the plinth is of Co. Dublin granite. The 
cross is handsomely carved back and front with 
Celtic interlacing, including raised bosses, and is 
surmounted by a carved cap. The die is 
vanelled back and front, and moulded all round 
h rope design. The memorial tablet is erected 
in the south transcept. he framework is of 
Beere stone, Devon, and is elaborately carved 
with floral ornamentation of the Grecian style. 
The centre panel is a splendid piece of mosaic 
work, representing a knight in armour, and the 
side panels are of white Sicilian marble, and 
bear the names of the men. who gave their 
lives. ~The cross ns “bhe “work ‘of the Mount 
Jerome Monumental Works, and the tablet that 
of Messra. Sharp and Emery, Great Brunswick 
street, Dublin. Both were designed by Mr. K. 
Caulfeild Orpen, R.H.A.

The Archbishop, from the pulpit, ad-

Great War. They could boast a noble roll of | 
honour. The sons of that parish could take | 
rank with those of any other parish in the 
Kingdom as those who did their duty. But wm 
that connection they needed to think not only 
of those who went out and never came back. 
Let them be fair. They measured a man’s 
sense of duty, not by the fact that he was 
killed, but by the fact that he was ready to be 
killed, and 60 their thoughte that day included 
ell those who served, not only the dead, but 
those others who were wounded and the far 
greater number who went and came back, and of 
most of whom no special mention was made. Of 
them’ all they were proud, but naturally an 
honourable reserve made them slow to tell men 
to their face the high value which they set upon 
what they had done. But, in the case of the 
dead, reticence did not bind their tongues. 
More than two years had passed since the 
armistice, and it was a happy thing that, 
officially speaking, peace once more reigned be- 
tween them and our enemies of former days, 
and, thank God, a victorious peace.

THEOSOPHY AND THE BIBLE.

Mr. L. W. Rogers, Senior American Theo- 
eophical Lecturer, delivered the firet of a series 
of four lectures in the Abbey Theatre yesterday. 
Mr. L. Pielou presided, and briefly introduced 
the lecturer. 

Mr. Rogers said that there were two ways of 
reading the Scriptures, one the literal and super- 
ficial way, and the other way was to interpret 
the words used in the allegorical or symbolic 
sense-—which latter way gave much more en- 


| ightenment to the earnest seeker for truth. To 


follow consistently the literal method was to 
land ourselves in all kinds of contradictions and 
unsolvable difficulties, especially aa regarded 
the early chapters of Genesis. Great light was 
shed upon the true teaching embodied in these 
chapters by studying the significance of the 
roper names used for the ¢ ters in the 

ama. Adam was Soul, and Eve was Per- 
sonality; Cain the root, or lower nature, and 
Abel the soaring aspiration. Cain went to the 
land of Nod—-that was the land of wanderings. 
Seth was Compensation, and Enoch Experience. 
The offspring of Experience (Enoch) was Watch- 
fulness, Discipline, Goodness, and 
(Lamen). When Lamen marries, it is Power 
being united to Harmony. 
is Censtructive Imagination, the father of the 
Arts and Manufactures, and mus we h 
dramaticaily presented the evolution of the 
soul—spiritual evolution. Theosophy was 
heither anti-religious nor anti-Christian; if some 
thought it was, it had certainly been misre 
presented. Theosophy explained in scientific 
terme and b scientific methods, and established 
the truth of the direct Scriptural teaching re- 
garding clairvoyance, clairaudience, complete 
and partial materialisations of spirit entities, 
and of obsession, etc., to which there were many 
references in the Bible. Theosophy restored to 
the world the Science of the Spirit, teaching 
man to know the Spfrit as himself, and the 
body and mind ae his servants. 

Mr. Rogers — to go fully into all these 
matters to-night and to-morrow and Wednesday 
evenings at 7 o'clock. Numerous questions in 
writing were handed up, and answered by the 
lecturer, who expressed the hope that ag many 
as possible would attend the whole series of 
lectures.

SERIOUS POSITION OF ENNISCORTHY 
GUARDIANS. 

At a special meeting of the Enniscorthy 
Board of Guardians, called to deal with the 
present financial position of the Board, the 
Clerk (Mr. A. A. Connolly) reported that the 
amount to credit of the Board was some £300 
ghort of what was needed to meet the Decem- 
ber finances. On inquiry he learned that the 
County Council was not in a position to give 
the Guardians any money, as that body Sad 
not money to meet even its own demands, This 
meant that the relieving officers would have 
no money to pay outdoor relief to the poor 
people during Christmas week, while the eer- 
vices of the tradesmen emp in the Work- 
house would also have to be dispensed with, 

Mr. M. Nolan said that it was hard for the 
County Council to have money when it was 
putting the road men on short time and paying 
them 32s. a week for working four days a 
week. Thero would be nothing left for people 
except to take to the emigrant ship. 

Eventually a small committee was appointed 
to deal with the situation. 

At a meeti óf the District Council, held 
subsequently. it was dedided, on the report of 
the Clerk, to suspend the Council’s direct 
labour echeme for repairing cottages, and to 
‘dismiss the five tradeamicn and three Jabourers 
employed.

AMERICAN PACKERS AND THE 
SUB-COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

In an interview with a Press representative, 
Mr. R. H. Cabel', the London manager of the 
American packing firm of Armour and Com- 
pany, criticised the findings of the Sub-Commit- 
tee on Meat, and declared that if-they were 
acted upon there would be an all-round in- 
crease in the price of meat to the British con- 
suner. 

A great deal of the Sub-Committee’s report, | 
he said, is taken up with a criticism of the 
American packing and importing companies. 
Yet, so far as I know, not a single representa- 
tive of these companies was invited, or even 
permitted, to appear before the Committee. 
All the references in the report to our opera- 
tions in the United Kingdom were, therefore, 
based on the outside, hearsay evidence of our 
trade competitors, some of whom were friéndly, 
others not. From first to last we have been 
given no chance of stating our cdse, answering 
allegations, or clearing up misunderstandings. 
Naturally, therefore, the report, so far us we 
are concerned, is fuil of inaccuracies, and has 
been compiled under the influence of a strong 
preganies. In spite of this, however, it has 
een impossible to exclude from the findings 
many admissions which are favourable to the 
American packing firms. For instance, the Sub- 
Committee does not dare to call us “a Trust.” 
It. goes no further than to speak of “ the form 
of co-operation which we believe to exist among 
the American meat companies.” 
report acknowledges (1) that even the strongest 
combination cannot control prices at Smith- 
field; (2) that no complaint was received by the 
Sub-Committee of unfair trading on the part 
of the American companies; (3) that most of 
the witnesses praised them for their enterprise 
in placing cheap meat of good quality before 
the public, and for giving good service to their 
customers; (4) that the Sub-Committee could 
find no signs of any serious integtion to capture 
the home-killei .trade or to reduce British 
butchers to a state of dependence; (5) that 
American competition has not injured the 
rowth of the British and Irish cattle industry; 

6) that the American firms have bronght down 
the price of meat all over the Kingdom; and 
(7) that their position in Great Britain ‘‘ do- 
pends more on their wealth and business 
ability than on any conjoint action.” 

THE CHARGE OF ANIMUS. 
_ On the other hand, there are several passages 
in the report which, he said, show a clear, but 
a very ill-informed animus against the Ameri- 
can firms. This is particularly so in its refer- 
ences to the Argentina trade. No one would 
guess from the report that the Chicago packers 
entered the Argentina ‘rade at the reguest, 
almost at the entreaties, of the British firms 
which had opened up the territory, and had 
paid heavily for their experience, and were 
anxious to be bought out. The suggestion that 
the British Government should continue to 
operate the Las Palmas meat worl, in‘ order 
to keep an eye on the American firms, is one 
that will be strongly resented in the United 
States. I do not pretend that the American 
Government loves the packers, but it will not 
allow other Governments to use" them as a 
whipping-post. The British Government took 
over the Las Palmas Í sow in 1915, as a proteo- 
tive war measure, and ran it with the loyal co- 
operation, and partly at the expense, of the 
American. packing firms. It was thoroughly 
understood that the arrangement would termi- 
nate with the war, and I am at a loss even to 
imagine how the, proposal to continue it can be 
justified. Those of us who are in the trade 
understand very well the influences that have 
worked .on the Sub-Committee. There is. first 
of all, the influence of the bureaucrat, who has 
tasted authority and wishes to extend Govern. 
ment control till the Day of Judgment. 
Secondly, there is the refrigerated shipowner 
who receives a substantial premium for bringing 
beef from the Plate to the United Kingdom, so 
long as Government control lasts. Thirdly 
there are the British firms that dislike the idea 
of being forced once more into open competition 
with the less wasteful and more efficient 
methods of their American rivals. During the 
war these British firms, or some of them. have 
received preferential treatment, for which. of 
course, the British consumer has had to pay 
and naturally they want it continued. I do not 
believe that either the British Parliament or the 
British public will allow themselves to be fooled. 
They will see that. the report. of the Sub-Com-
